Chief Judge John T. Loughran 
of the New York State Court of 
Appeals died suddenly at his home, 
12 John street, this morning. Judge 
Loughran was 64 y ears old on 
February 23. Death was caused 
by coronary occlusion. 
Judge Loughran was recognized 
as one of the country ’s outstand­ 
ing jurists. At the time of his sud­

death

He 
was found about 7 a. m. today , 
fully clothed in the hallway of his 
home by his housekeeper, Mrs.

He was elected to the full term 
November 6. 19 34 and on April 25, 
19 46 w’as appointed Chief Judge 
by Governor Thomas E. Dewey to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Chief Judge Irving Leh­ 
man, brother of U. S. Senator Her­ 
bert Lehman, former governor of 
the state of New York. Judge 
Loughran w’as elected Chief Judge 
on November 5. 19 46 for the full 
term of 14 y ears under a bi-par­ 
tisan endorsement. His term would 
not have ex pired until December 
131. 19 59 . 
Judge Loughran was considered 
one of the outstanding jurists of 
the country and to him had come 
many

Washington. March 31 (.T>—The 
world’s first known version of an 
atomic power plant to propel a 
submarine has been placed in op­ 
eration, the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission announced today . 
The device—a working model of 
one that eventually will power the 
navy ’s 
atomic 
sub, 
the 
USS 
Nautilus—was set in operation on 
d^y land at the AEC’s testing sta ­ 
tion in Arco, Idaho. 
The AFX said the “prototy pe” 
power plant—that is, the land­ 
locked version of a seagoing ty pe 
—has 
“successfully 
entered 
its 
first pha se o f o pera tio n” a nd will 


eventually 
be 
brought 
to 
“full 
power.” 
This was the first word that 
atomic 
scientists 
had 
actually 
achieved power in a reactor of the 
ty pe that is ex pected to allow a 
submarine to travel many thou­ 
sands of miles without refueling 
and to stay submerged for great 
lengths of time. 
The commission said the atomic 
power plant had entered a phase 
known as "critically ”—that is. the 
atomic fuel used in it has been 
brought to a point where it is 
sustaining a chain reaction and 
y ielding atomic energy that can 
be harnessed for propulsion of 
a 
subma rine.

To Send Subs Long Distances 


W ashington. M arch 31 .D —The 
world's first known version of an 
atom ic power plant to propel a 
subm arine has been placed in op­ 
eration. the Atomic Energy Com ­ 
mission announced today. 
T he device—a w orking model of 
one th a t eventually will power the 
navy’s 
atom ic 
suh.

The commission said the atom ic 
power plant had entered a phase 
known as “critically”- that is. the 
atom ic fuel used in it has been 
brought to a point w here it is 
sustaining a chain reaction and 
yielding atom ic energy that can 
1^ harnessed for propulsion of a 
submarine.

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A GOOD INVESTMENT 
The American Cancer Society is ag ain 
conducting its annual campaig n for funds in 
this community . In considering the request 
for contributions, most people, it is pretty 
certain, will ask themselv es just how impor­ 
tant is it that they g iv e to this cause. 
Can they also ask with justification, “ I’v e 
g iv en y ear after y ear and still we’re threat­ 
ened by cancer? ’’ 
Each man’s answer will be his own. 
Our answer is based on the one word, 
“ hope.” 
It must be remembered that the long hard 
road of research can turn at any moment. 
A look at the record of scientific achiev e­ 
ment will demonstrate this better than any ­ 
thing else. 
The death rate from rheumatic fev er de­ 
clined 53 per cent between 19 44 and 19 50, 
the last y ear for which fig ures are av ailable. 
Deaths from pneumonia and influenza de­ 
clined 47 per cent in the same period. From 
19 44 to . 19 49 appendicitis deaths were cut 
53.7 per cent and the scarlet fev er death 
rate dropped 70 per cent. 
The ov er-all death rate in the U. S. was 
reduced 15 per cent from 19 37 to 19 50. This 
represents a sav ing of 1,763,347 liv es. 
This tremendous improv ement is directly 
due to the dev elopment of the sulfa drug s, 
penicillin and other antibiotics. 
But these wondrous jailers of infection 
did not leap full blown from the minds of 
their creators. 
They were the results of 
many patient y ears of plodding inv estig a­ 
tions. 
And so, too, can it be with cancer. If the 
public can prov ide funds to keep the scien­ 
tists at work long enoug h they will find the 
complete answer. Already , half of those who 
dev elop cancer could be sav ed by early diag ­ 
nosis and prompt treatment. 
More than $4,100,000 was allocated to 
research by the American Cancer Society in 
19 52. The ACS ex pects to increase the fig ­ 
ure this y ear. 
When y ou are asked to g iv e, do it with 
g reat ex pectations — with the knowledg e 
that cancer can be conquered and with the 
ev er constant hope that it will be soon’v

PLATFORM AND PERFORMANCE 
The Eisenhower Administration has not b een 
in office long enou gh 
to hiv e accomplished v ery 
mu ch. Ou r people hav e b ecome so accu stomed to 
sensations, to emergencies, to Presidents who pro­ 
ject their personalities in staccato excitation, that 
a qu ieter approach 
to pu b lic prob lems and the ad­ 
ministration of the gov ernment giv es the impres­ 
sion of inadequ ate performance. 
Actu ally this Administration has b een in office 
less than three months. It will take at least an­ 
other three months to take ov er. I recall discu ssing 
this v ery qu estion with Homer Cu mmings, Roose­ 
v elt’s first Attorney General, late in 1933. At that 
time, Democrats were complaining that Repu b li­ 
cans were still in office and it looked v ery mu ch 
as thou gh no Democrats wou ld b e appointed. 
The slowness of the tu rnov er is inev itab le in 
ou r ty pe of gov ernment. We do not, as in Great 
Britain, hav e responsib le party gov ernment. Ou rs 
is a mixed sy stem: the people place responsib ility 
u pon a political party , b u t ob ject to what is called 
“the spoils sy stem.’’ Thu s, ev en in positions on the 
policy -making 
lev el, 
where 
party responsib ility 
shou ld b e fixed, it is a slow process to make the 
tu rnov er. In fact, some of the positions hav e tenu re 
fixed b y law. In Great Britain, men holding com­ 
parab le positions wou ld resign when the gov ern­ 
ment changed. 
Nev ertheless, General Eisenhower was elected 
on a platform and, du ring the campaign, he de­ 
liv ered a long series of addresses which constitu te 
the promise of his party . In 19 54, Repu b lican Sen­ 
ators and Representativ es will b e elected and de­ 
feated partly on the keeping of the promises made 
in 19 52. Three of the Repu b lican Party ’s most im­ 
portant Senators will ru n in 19 54; Senators Bridges, 
Fergu son and Mu ndt. They will b e strengthened b y 
adequ ate performance; they can b e defeated b y a 
failu re to cu t taxes. 
In essence, the Repu b lican campaign of 19 52 
was projected on the lines: 
1. 
That the Korean War was b eing fou ght im­ 
properly and to no pu rpose; 
2. 
That many in gov ernment w'ere corru pt; 
3. 
That su b v ersiv es, particu larly Commu nists, 
had not only infiltrated the Gov ernment b u t all 
phases of American life; 
4. 
That the Administrations of Messrs. Roose­ 
v elt and Tru man had b een extrav agant, careless of 
the people’s money ; that the expenditu res of gov ­ 
ernment were too great and wastefu l, and that 
taxes cou ld b e cu t. On nu merou s occasions, General 
Eisenhower said that taxes cou ld b e cu t;

That the Marshall-Acheson condu ct of the 
State Department was ou trageou s and had resu lt­ 
ed in significant defeats for the United States, and 
that the Acheson crowd mu st b e cleaned ou t of 
the Gov ernment b ecau se it consisted of wrong 
people, b oth morally and ideologically . 
This is what the Repu b licans said not only du r­ 
ing the campaign b u t throu ghou t their opposition 
to President Tru man.

PSYCHIATRIST’S INTERVIEW 
A y ou ng man b egan to act differently from his 
u su al self, mu ch to the su rprise and alarm of his 
parents. From b eing tidy ab ou t himself and his 
room, he b ecame careless and slov enly and was not 
interested in work or play . The family phy sician, 
who knew the b oy from b irth was pu zzled, b u t 
cou ld not u nderstand the cau se of the change. He 
talked the matter ov er with a colleagu e, a psy chia­ 
trist, and then said to the y ou ng man, “I can’t 
u nderstand the change in y ou , Bill; y ou don’t seem 
to b e interested in any thing. I want y ou to see Dr. 
Blank and hav e a chat with him.” 
On his retu rn to his phy sician and b eing asked 
ab ou t his interv iew with Dr. Blank, the y ou ng man 
answered, “Dr. Blank is a nice man; he chatted 
with me ab ou t home and work, asked me qu estions, 
and then wanted to know if I had any qu estions to 
pu t to him. He didn’t examine me in any way so I 
gu ess there’s nothing wrong with me.” 
It is this casu al sy mpathetic and u nderstanding 
method that enab les the psy chiatrist to get a real 
start in finding what is cau sing the change ip an 
apparently normal y ou ng man. The psy chiatrist 
knows that the patient is in his office b ecau se he 
needs help. The psy chiatrist tells the y ou ng man 
that he knows he is doing his b est to help himself, 
patiently points ou t to him that he is not mixing 
with others b ecau se some are b etter play ers or 
stand higher in classwork, tha* at some things he is 
likely as good or b etter than the others—that he 
thinks he is looked down on and therefore has a 
feeling of fru stration and insecu rity . 
In his b ook “Office Psy chiatry ,” Dr. Lou is G. 
Moench, Assistant Clinical Professorof Medicine and 
Psy chiatry , Univ ersity of Utah School of Medicine, 
adv ises that after a few qu estions the patient b e 
giv en a chance to tell the reason of his v isit in his 
own words. After he has talked freely , the psy chia­ 
trist then asks, “How can I help y ou ?” 
The patient may then b ring ou t his “real” com­ 
plaint as he has b een fav orab ly impressed b y the 
psy chiatrist’s sy mpathetic manner. He then rev eals 
his real life situ ation and his cau se* of anxiety or 
hostility . The psy chiatrist shows him how’ his feel­ 
ing of inferiority and fru stration actu ally affects 
the working processes of the b ody —digestion, b owel 
mov ement—and prev ents him from b eing his real 
self. 
The information that there is really nothing 
wrong with him phy sically and mentally , and there­ 
fore he can w’ork ou t his own cu re is more than 
50 per cent of the actu al treatment.

FOHR 
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A GOOD INVESTMENT 
The American Cancer Society is again 
conducting its annual campaign for funds in 
this community. In considering the request 
for contributions, most people, it is pretty 
certain, will ask themselves just how impor­ 
tant is it that they give to this cause. 
Can they also ask with justification, “I’ve 
given year after year and still we’re threat­ 
ened by cancer?’’ 
Each man’s answer will be his own. 
Oui* answer is based on the one word, 
“hope.” 
It must be rememiiered that the long hard 
road of research can turn at any moment. 
A look at tho record of scientific achieve­ 
ment will demonstrate this better than any­ 
thing else. 
The death rate from rheumatic fever de­ 
clined 53 per cent between 1944 and 1950, 
the last year for which figures are available. 
Deaths from pneumonia and influenza de­ 
clined 17 per cent in the same period. From 
1944 to. 1949 appendicitis deaths were cut 
53.7 per cent and the scarlet fever death 
rate dropped 70 per cent. 
The over-all death rate in the U. S. was 
reduced 15 per cent from 1937 to 1950. This 
represents a saving of 1,763,347 lives. 
This tremendous improvement is directly 
due to the development of the sulfa drugs, 
penicillin and other antibiotics. 
But these wondrous jailers of infection 
did not leap full blown from the minds of 
their creators. 
They were the results of 
many patient years of plodding investiga­ 
tions. 
And so, too, can it be with cancer. If the 
public can provide funds to keep the scien­ 
tists at work long enough they will find the 
complete answer. Already, half of those w ho 
develop cancer could be saved by early diag­ 
nosis and prompt treatment. 
More than $4,100,000 was allocated to 
research by the American Cancer Society in 
1952. The ACS expects to increase the fig­ 
ure this year. 
When you are asked to give, do it with 
great expectations — with the knowledge 
that cancer can be conquered and with the 
ever constant hoi*? that it w ill be soon I.

PLATFORM AND PERFORMANCE 
The Eisenhower Administration has not been 
in office long enough to have accomplished very 
much. Our people have become so accustomed to 
sensations, to emergencies, to Presidents who pro­ 
ject their personalities in staccato excitation, that 
a quieter approach to public problems and the ad­ 
ministration of the government gives the impres­ 
sion of inadequate performance. 
Actually this Administration has been in office 
less than three months. It will take at least an­ 
other three months to take over. I recall discussing 
this very question with Homer Cummings, Roose­ 
velt's first Attorney General, late in 1933. At that 
time, Democrats were complaining that Republi­ 
cans were still in office and it looked very much 
as though no Democrat* would be appointed. 
The slowness of the turnover is inevitable in 
our type of government. We do not, as in Great 
Britain, have responsible party government. Ours 
is a mixed system: the people place responsibility 
upon a political party, but object to what is called 
“the spoils system.” Thus, even in positions on the 
policy-making 
level, 
where 
party 
responsibility 
should be fixed, it is a slow process to make the 
turnover. In fact, some of the positions have tenure 
fixed by law. In Great Britain, men holding com­ 
parable positions would resign when the govern­ 
ment changed. 
Nevertheless, Grneral Eisenhower was elected 
on a platform and. during the campaign, he de­ 
livered a long series of addresses which constitute 
the promise of his party. In 1954. Republican Sen­ 
ators and Representatives will be elected and de­ 
feated partly on the keeping of the promises made 
in 1952. Three of the Republican Party's most im­ 
portant Senators w ill run in 1954: Senators Bridges, 
Ferguson and Mundt. They will be strengthened by 
adequate performance; they can be defeated bv a 
failure to cut taxes. 
In essence, the Republican campaign of 1952 
was projected on the lines: 
1. 
That the Korean W ar was being fought im- 
! properly and to no purpose; 
2. 
That many in government were corrupt; 
3. 
That subversives, pal Ocularly Communists, 
had not only infiltrated the Government but all 
phases of American life;

THE PASSOVER 
This year tho Jewish Passover Season be­ 
gins on March 31, during the same period 
that Christians will observe as Holy Week. 
The Passover commemorates the deliverance 
of the people of Israel from their bondage in 
Egypt.

PSYCHIATRISTS INTERVIEW 
A young man bogan to act differently from his 
usual self, much to the surprise and alarm of his 
parents. From being tidy about himself and his 
j room, he became careless and slovenly and was not 
1 interested in work or play. The family physician. 
who knew the boy from birth was puzzled, but 
could not understand tho cause of the change. He 
talked the m atter over with a colleague, a psychia­ 
trist. and then said to the young man. “I can’t 
, understand the change in you. Bill; >ou don't seem 
* to bo interested in anything. I want you to see Dr. 
Blank and have a chat with him.” 
On his return to his physician ami being asked 
about his interview with Dr. Blank, the young man 
answered, “Dr. Blank is a nice man; he chatted 
with me about home and work. asked me questions, 
1 and then wanted to know if I had any questions to 
put to him. He didn’t examine me in any way so I 
■ guess there’s nothing wrong with me.” 
It is this casual sympathetic and understanding 
method that enables the psychiatrist to get a real 
start in finding what is causing the change in an 
apparently normal young man. The psychiatrist 
knows that tho patient is in his office because he 
I needs help. The psychiatrist tells the young man 
that he knows he is doing his best to help himself, 
' patiently points out to him that ho is not mixing 
with others because some arc better players or 
stand higher in classwork, th at at some things he is 
likely as good or bettor than the others -th a t he 
thinks he is looked down on and therefore has a 
feeling of frustration and insecurity. 
In his book "Office Psychiatry.” Dr. I>ouis G. 
I Moench, Assistant Clinical Profess™ of Medicine and 
Psychiatry, University of Utah School ot Medicine, 
j advises that after a few' questions the patient be 
I given a chance to tell the reason of his visit in his 
j own words. After he has talked freely, tho psychia- 
; trist then asks. “How can I help you?” 
The patient may then bring out his “real” com­ 
plaint as he has been favorably impressed by the 
psychiatrist’s sympathetic manner. He then reveals 
c ir c u m . 
roa^ 
situation and his cause of anxiety or 
hostility. The psychiatrist shows him how his feel­ 
ing of inferiority and frustration actually affects 
the working processes of the body—digestion, bowel 
movement—and prevents him from boing his real 
self. 
The information that there is really nothing 
wrong with him physically and mentally, and there­ 
fore he can work out his own cure is more than 
50 per cent of the actual treatm ent.
